pounds to the bushel, nnd free from smut,
insects, fio. When 1 neglected lo put lime on
my aeed wheat, together w ith a right propor-
tion of platUr, I have invari ibly failed to pro-

duce a good crop uf wheat.

Another specimen
hud eight stems from the same root, five uf
tlie-i- ubove live feel high, und all infected J the
other three stums were considerably shorter,
the ears smaller, und the ir graiua perfectly
sound.

The enlargement of tho plant, however, is
not to be ultributcd to the infection, hut ia

the cuiiseijucneo of a luxurious veg-
etation produced by u rich, iimitl toil, which
secures und promotes the infection more than
a dry una : neither does this disease infect. Iho
entire ear. 1 found some cure having one side
iiilected, w bile the nppoaite aidi) w as perfectly
sound. Sometimes live or six perfectly sound
grains are found in an otherwise unsound head;
at Ihe time w hen the sound grains change' their
color ; the fungi, being ripe, cease to multiply.
They are uf a globular form nnd nearly uf an
ecjiial size.
